CLEARW ATER, Fla. — The bright 
spot for the Philadelphia Phillies in 1958 
will probably be the pitching staff again. 
Jack Sanford, last year’s Rookie of the 
Year, is the key man on the Phils’ hurling 
staff. From rookie to the big man on the 
staff in one season is a big jump. But, 
that’s exactly what Jack did. 
’File “sophomore jinx” Is really a state 
of mind, but it has hampered many base­ 
ball players over tho years. Manager 
Mayo Smith isn’t particularly bothered 
by the “ jinx” when it comes to Sanford, 
and neither is Jack. 
“I’m too old to worry about the sopho­ 
more jinx,” Sanford said.
